and president of the C ambridge, MA, firm that carries his name, approac hes his vvork vvith 

an artistic eye: He has an unde "rgraduate degree in art history and since childhood, has had 

an abiding interest in art and historic preservation. These passions fuel his design philosophy, vvhich calls for “the 
fresh interpretation of classic, timeless principles to create meaningful spaces.” 

For the more-than-tvvo decades that he has been painting vvith plants, Lombardi has established himself as 

a master of residential proyects, vvhether he is designing a Boston roof terrace, Cape Cod compound or Palm 


Beach condo. “The homeovvners 1 vvork vvith are not clients, they are patrons,” he says. “They have remark- 
able physical locations that allovv me to create unique interactive landscapes. My gardens are vvorks of art, and 
I approach them seriously. 1 don”t vvaste gestures or add a ne that doesn”t tell a story. P”m a good editor —1 
don”t vvaste time on something that doesn” t propel the plot.” 

Lombardi notes that his “living canvases” provide a unique sensory ə that is not only visual. “There 
are auditory and olfactory elements that evoke feelings and memories,” he says. “For instance, vvhen 1 smell 
house.”

Lombardi”s design process

The nevv house vvas a strait-laced red-brick Georgian, the ty yYpe of tra- 


ditional residence that simpİy called out for a no-nonsense, Classical 
landscape. But the ovvners, a couple vvith four active adult children 
vvho declared themselves “informal people,” vvanted none of” that. 
They savv their 1.9-acre Brookline, MA, country estate, vvhich OTrigi- 
nally had been designed by the yenib Olmstead firm, as a more 
relaxed setting and commissioned Gregory Lombardi to create tradi- 
tional spaces that vveren”t quite so strict. 

“The ovvners vvanted a slightiy overgrovvn and romantic look that 
vvas playful,” Lombardi says. “They savv the property as a lush, languid 
English country estate.” ” Dravv ing upon the vvork of Edvvard Lutyens 
and his collaborations vvith Gertrude Yekyll, Lombardi came up vvith 
a master plan that carved out distinct arcas, or rooms, according to 
the Classical tenets of symmetry, order and proportion and used İndh 
plantings to soften vvalİs and pas set on rigid geometric grids. 
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A grassy square is the main focus of the 
courtyard outside the indoor riding 
arena, vvhich is 125-ft. long. The granite- 
bordered square, vvhich is surrounded 
by 4-in.-sq. cobblestones and blocks of 
granite, is centered by an antique mill- 
stone. Photo: Devin Hefleron 


Each room takes its cue İrom 
the architecture, a device Lombardi 
used to extend the living quarters 
outdoors. “The further you go from 
the house, the less formal the spaces 
become,” he says. 

The tone is set at the street side, 
vvhere Lombardi designed a pair of 
9-ft.-high red-brick piers that sup- 
port a custom vvrought-iron and 
bronze gate that dravvs attention to 
and İrames the home”s front door. 
“This vvas done in homage to the 
original drive,” Lombardi says. “İt is 
my civic gesture to the neighborhood.” 

The closest garden room to the house is the Family Terrace, vvhich 
is designed for casual dining and entertaining. To link it, the most 
architectural room in the garden, to the house, it is paved vvith the 


most intricate pattern of interlocking brick Balı bluestone circles on 
the property, vvhich Lombardi designed to create a tapestry effect. 

Herringbone brick vvalks connect to the Cocktail Terrace, vvhere 
a pergola softens the height of the building and offers shade. Radial, 
monolithic bluestone steps signal and soften the change of direction, 
connecting the great lavvn and pointing tovvard the Olmstead flovver- 
ing knot garden, vvhich vvas planted on the remains of the original. 
The space, vvhich the OoOvyvners like fo keep un-pruned, features a 
dainty circular pool guarded by a cheeky cherub and a fire engine-red 
vvooden svv ing sheltered by an arbor abloom in purple vvisteria. 

“As the red svving and purple vvisteria shovv, the ovvner is not afraid 
of color,” Lombardi says. “VVe kept everything green and vvhite and 
added accents of red so it has a surreal “Alice in VVonderland” feel.” 

The elliptical svvimming pool, anchored by a vvooden clapboard 
Classical-columned pool house painted vv hite, sports three sections 
that encourage progressiv ely active pur suits. Its brick terrace opens 
to a hot-vvater spa that features a runnel fountain that cascades over 
bluestone slabs layered like a cake into the svvimming pool. 

The tennis court, reached via a casual set of steps and a stepping- 
stone vvalk, houses a shed that, peeks from behind a folly formed of 
foliage. 

“Every time 1 visit the ovvner, and vve vvalk around,” Lombardi 
says, “I alvvays say, “Les cut these back a little” and the reply is, 
“Can”t vve fust let it go?”” 


Yeal Is for Horses 
The 10-acre horse farm, vvhich is in the vvestern Boston suburbs, has 
been christened Beechvvood, the name reinforced by the nevviy plant- 
ed pair of beeches that stand sentinel over the indoor riding arena. 

As the horse trots, the family residence is only a quarter rnila avvay, 
and the ovvners məd to make it as sophisticatec d as their ovyn home. 
“They vvanted it to be timeless and to look as though it had been there 
all the time,” Lombardi says. “They paid the same attention to detail and 
craft on the farm as they did to their ovvn home because they savv it as 
an extension of family life. They never said, “This is yust for the horses. ii 

In addition to landscaping, Lombardi”s firm vvas called upon to 
design the layouts of the roads, the grading, the vvalls and fences and 
to help the architect vvith the siting of the buildings, vvhich include an 
indoor riding ring that is as large as an industrial building, a 12-stall 
horse stable and a quaint stone service barn / guest house,

“VVe did a İot of research on plants that aren”t poisonous to horses,” 
Lombardi says. “That”s vvhy vve chose beech trees and made them our 
theme. They are naturally mafestic and large.” 

The arena”s outdoor courtyard is a prime feature of the profect. 
The style-defying building, vvhich Lombardi describes as “simple and 
honest in presentation,” features a metal roof, heavy timber support 
pieces and post-and-beam construction. 

To ground it, Lombardi designed a 25-ft. grassy square that is 
bounded by a border of Nevv England granite “and centered by an 
antique millstone. Iti 18 surrounded iv İnng- vv earing, 4-i ın. sq. sılıblə- 
stones that give vvay to larger slabs of granite. This sea of green gives 
horse and training trailers ample room to turn, and stands up to the 
occasional tire tread. “İt feels hefty and povverful,” Lombardi says. “Its 


vvide border and banding give it a rough-hevvn nature that is in keep- 
ing vvith the horse theme. And fu different types of paving materials 


break up the courtyard”s massing.” 


A 2-in-1 Solution 

Oftentimes, gardens become lost to time, and such vvas the case vvith 
those at a Beaux Arts/ Romantic Revival tovvnhouse on a prominent 
street in Boston”s Back Bay. The historic five-story mansion had been

expanded to include the tovvnhouse that vvas attached to its back vvhen 
it vvas converted to condos. VVhen Lombardi savv it, the street-side 
garden, vvhich vvas encased by an antique cast-iron fence, vvas history. 

“VVe had to ask ourselves, “VVhat vvould have been there original- 
İy?” and vvork from there,” he says. “I pictured an Italianate or French 
parterre garden that vvas neat, tidy and clipped.” 

That vvould have been vvell and good a century ago, but there”s an 
old magnolia tree on one end of the property that has become some- 
vvhat of a tourist attraction. “İt is really beautiful,” he says. “Most of 
the other magnolias are pink: this one is vvhite, and people take their 
vvedding pictures in front of it.” 

To address this challenge, Lombardi designed the garden into 
unique but complementary segments along the tvvo façades, one of 
vvhich incorporates the vvhite magnolia. Creating the design in this 
vvay, he says, reminds vievvers that the tovvnhouses, one buff sand- 
stone, the other pink sandstone, tell tvvo stories. 

To reflect this, he balanced cach end of the boxvvood-bordered par- 
terre vvith a topiary fashioned from a non-hardy privet, and further tied 
the tvvo vvith ivy — “yust enough to soften the vvalls and create a cool, green 
vertical line.” A pale pink rosebush in the center circle of boxvvood refer- 
ences the hues of both buildings. The interior spaces are filled vvith annu- 
als that are changed vvith each season. “VVe fill them like vases,” he says. 

To accentuate the Classical form, Lombardi put a great deal of 
detail into the border”s hard edges, letting the stone curve to keep it 
married to the hedge. “This profect vvas like doinga geometric proof,” 
Lombardi says. “It vvas seamless and tight.” 

Lombardi also designed an outdoor garden space in the original 
coal-delivery corridor at the back of the tovvnhouse. He covered the 
heavily damaged brick vvalls vvith trellised mahogany vvoodvvork that 
vvas painted a black-green and used vvhat he calls “a mixed tapestry of 
plants” in a classic palette of dark green and vvhite to bring an air of 
tailored elegance to the courtyard garden.

VVith four active children, the family is a busy one, and “they come 
here to be off the grid in a sophisticated vvay,” Lombardi says, “It is 
their seasonal beacon.” 

Lombardi devised a plan that shovvs off the simplicity of the 
four-acre property and retains its natural understated beauty. A big, 
svveeping lavvn, complete vvith tovvering oak trees that have been 
there hundreds of years, defines the space. 

“This proyect vvas less about the gardens than about creating venues 
for orchestrated experiences that range from bike riding and lavvn 
games to svvimming,” he says. 

To round out the plan, Lombardi created a Classical garden vvith 
traditional landscape forms that is sited close to the house. This garden 
room, vvhich is visible from the kitchen vvindovv, opens to terraces and 
the vvater beyond. The svvimming pool forms another room. IM

ractitioners and proponents of sus- 

tainable design have long asserted 

that any serious discussion of the 

topic must begin vvith lovability. If 

a building is not loved, they say, no 
“gizmo green” products or sustainable prac- 
tices can save it, and the embodied energy of 
its materials, from the landfill. VVhat/s on the 
outside definitely counts. 

İntegrating contemporary technologies 
vvithin historic or historically-inspired exteri- 
ors is a common challenge, for vvhich there 
is no one-size-fits-all solution. VVhile some 
modem environmentally-conscious products, 
such as solar panels, can be too conspicuous 
for certain tastes, many others have minimal 
or zero visual impact. Conversely, tried- 
and-true traditional building practices are 
often selected to enhance the beauty of a 
building, yet offer the added benefit of being 
intrinsically green. 

Voith 8, Mactavish Architects (VMA) of 
Philadelphia, PA, believes that great archi- 
tecture comes from innovation vvithin the 
context of tradition, “conserving the best 
of the past vvhile celebrating the needs of 
the present and the promise of the future.” 
Tüe firm is a Gold-ranked charter member 
of the Greater Philadelphia Green Business 
Program and close to 1002: of its staff is 
LEED accredited.

Among the most commonly used 
sustainable exterior products to feature 
in VMA”s residential designs are brick, 
slate and field stone. “Traditional build- 
ing materials can be highly sustainable, 
especially if locally sourced thereby reduc- 
ing the amount of fossil fuels required 
for transport,” says principal Daniela Holt 
Voith, AİA, IIDA, LEED AP BD £ C. “The 
LEED-certification guidelines define local as 
being vvithin a 500-mile radius of the con- 
struction site. Traditionally builders used 
regionally-quarried stone and İocally-manu- 
factured brick for reasons of economy and 
avallability. Üsing local stone helps define 
a regional style and a sense of place, the 
added benefit is it also saves energy.”

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VVhen a profect calls for vvood siding, 
VMA often reduces the environmental cost 
by substituting cementitious planks, Not only 
do they offer exceptional severe-vveather 
protection, but they also hold paint more 
effectively than real vvood planks. There are 
limitations, hovvever, to this material, “Since 
cementitious planks do not have the same 
ability to be vvorked, eased, ioined as vvood 
does, vve find that using cedar for vvindovv 
and door surrounds, and other trim and 
limiting the plank to the ftelds is the best 
approach,” says Voith, “Additionally, limiting 
the extent of end-to-end ioints by paneling 
or subdividing the façades greatly assists in 
the success of this material.” 

Beyond appearances, sustainable technolo- 


gles can offer real energy savings for hom- 
eovvners and improve comfort and efficiency. 
For a recent bam conversion proyect, VMA 
utilized standing-seam metal roofing and 
closed-cell spray foam insulation. The lat- 

ter simultaneousİy provides insulation and a 


vapor barrter on an existing vvall — all vvhile 
preserving the beauty of the existing struc- 
ture, “Standing-seam metal roofing can be a 
great green product for traditional architec- 
ture,” says Voith. “Depending on the manu- 
facturer, these roofing systems can have high 
recycled content and often, the systems can 
be chosen vvith either a high-reflectance 
coating for darker colors, or a very traditional 


galvalume finish, either of vvhich vvill help vvith 
reducing heat island effect.” 

For the right roof or vvall application, 
VMA is also a fan of rigid foam insulation. 
“Achieving a highly insulated vvall is a priority 
for energy efficiency and striving for net- 
zero,” says Voith. “VVe like Hunter Panels 
for the combination of sheathing and very 
high insulation in a narrovv dimension.” 
These energy-efficient polyisocyanurate insu- 
lation panels are Energy Star approved and 
contribute to LEED credits. TB

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A garden folly adds another dimension to an historic property in Nashville, TN. 


here vvas nothing much remarkable about the Georgian Colonial house, vvhich had been built in 

Nashville”s traditional and tony Belle Meade neighborhood in the decade after VVorld VVar II vvas 

history. And that is vvhat bothered the ovvners, vvho longed for an architectural element or orna- 

ment of note on their 10-acre property. Such an addition, they rcasoned, vvould offset their tvvo- 

story, 7,000-sq.ft. house, vvhich, through the decades before they bought it, had been extended 
and altered in erroneous and erratic vvays. VVhile they vvere searching for a solution that vvould bring the house 
up to date by perusing the past, they turned to the landscape for solace. 

That is hovv they came to commission a folly. “They vvanted a destination room for gatherings and personal 
contemplation that had a different feeling from the rest of the house,” says VVade VV. VVeissmann, AlA, presi- 
dent and lead architect of the Brovvn Deer, VVI, firm that bears his name. “It became a cornerstone of a larger 
landscape plan vve designed that created an outdoor courtyard and included redesigning tvvo façades of the 
residence and adding outdoor space for the active family.” 

The one-room, 525-sq.Yft. folly, vvhich vvas constructed for $1.15 million, vvas sited betvveen the formal lavvn 
and the pool area, a position that turned it into a gatevvay betvveen the tvvo disparate and distinct spaces. “The 
ovvners, vvho are vvell educated in design and history, actualİy asked for a folly,” VVeissmann says. “They didn”t

vvant it to be a pool house or 
a cabana. Historically, follies 
had no function. They vvere 
architectural ruins that vvere 
decorative only. But this isn”t 
a period piece: it”s designed 
for modern living and bal- 
ances livability and artistry.” 

Modern İiving for this 
particular family meant cre- 
ating one single yet gracious 
space that had mulltiple uses: 
study, media room, dining 
room and gathering room. “İt 
vvas to be a room Tor all sea- 
sons,” VVeissmann says. “And 
it vvas to be historically accu- 
rate and somevvhat vvhimsical 
in its detail.” The mission vvas 
to create a dynamic and dra- 
matic design that looked as 
though it had been built cen- 
turies before the main house 
but that didn”t overvvhelm 
the existing architecture. “VVe 
looked to the Southern ante- 
bellum Georgian style that”s 
predominant in the neighbor- 
hood,” VVeissmann says. 

To make the folly the 
center of attention vvithout 
overvvhelming the property, 
VVeissmann”s team ereated a 
courtyard that has axial con- 
nections to the main house 
that are defined by a vari- 
ety of garden elements that 
form an exterior courtyard. 
These include a small frog 
pond, a stone bench, vvalks 
of sheared trees and hedges 
and a square lavvn. “A folly 
is, by definition, an indulgent 
endeavor, and our greatest 
challenge vvas finding a place 
for restraint,” he says. “VVe 
looked for restraint in the 
scale of the building and in the simplicity of its program.” 

This vvas particularly difficult because the main house is horizontal, 
has İovv ceilings and a slightly pitched roof, and the ovvners commu- 
nicated a desire for a tall ceiling in vvhat they envisioned as the most 
romantic piece of their nevvly designed landscape. “Since the folly and 
the house vvere mcant to vvork in harmony,” VVeissmann says, “our 
design began vvith the primary structure in mind.” 

To exaggerate the height of the outdoor İiving areas, VVeissmann”s 
team chose flat roofs concealed by parapets that had higher ceilings. 
“These encroached into the second-floor space but remained belovv 
the second-floor vvindovv sills,” he says. “Thus, the elevations of the 
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nevv additions could create some precedent for the folly elevations.” 

An octagonal dome literally raised the copper mansard roof off the 
brick, stone, metal, vvood and glass folly. “This allovved the massing of 
the folly to be consistent vvith the house”s İoggia vvhile giving drama to 
the spaces vvithin by visually expanding the space beyond the parapet 
vvalls,” VVeissmann says. 

Another vvay VVeissmann bridged the design gap vvas to save the 
formal elements for the front of the folly in homage to the house and 
to break the building s perfect, square geometry in the back by allovv- 
ing the fireplace and chimney to rise above the roof to satisİy code 
and ventilation requirements. “This vvay, the chimney helps the folly

engage the landscape by interrupting the enclosure fence that vvas put 
up for the ovvners” shovv dogs and by serving as a backdrop for the 
pear-tree espalier,” he says. 

To make the folly İlve in the 21st century vvhile keeping its col- 
umns and stonevvork rooted in the İ8th, VVeissmann retained the 
traditional Georgian proportions through “small plan offsets that 
helped to create elevational boundaries vvith better proportions vvhile 
keeping the plan at an optimal size.

” VVills says. “It”s a tiny, intricate building, 
but it has all the systems of a house but only in one room.” The fact

that its in the middle of a garden, he adds, makes it seem as though it

Although the folly revels in the details, they are simple ones that lie 
on the informal side. The vvindovvs, for example, are triple-hung and 
transomless to lend a casual air. “VVe had to make the vvalls thicker 


to accommodate the sashes,” VVeissmann says, “thereby adding to the 

folly”s substance and creating a greater level of historical character.” 
The custom doors stand tall to accommodate quarter-round insets 

in their capitals, and the vvooden pancling on the vvalls and ceiling 


is. a chic, dovvn-to-earth knotty maple. “Although tall and dramatic

in space, the folly is vvarm and has 
a richness that is more often found

“The mix of for- 
mality and informality, restraint and 
indulgence allovvs fha folly to live 
in the vvhimsical tradition of garden 
architecture vvhile dutifully honoring 
its surroundings.” 

The floor plan provides the ulti- 
mate in flexibility: The fireplace, bar 
and appliances are in the apse, leaving 
the central space clear for a variety 
of activities. “One of the things 1 
love about this folly is that it”s nota 
period piece,” VVeissmann says, add- 
ing that the ovvners have furnished it 
vvith Biedermeier pieces from their 
collection. “There”s a TV above the 
fireplace in plain vievv. VVe made no 
attempt to hide it, it”s in a frame so 
a painting can be placed there in the 
future if the ovvners so desire. There 
also are automatic “phantom” secreens 
that are activated at the push of a but- 
ton to keep the insects out.” 

The marriage of the past and pres- 
ent is a running theme in VVeissmann”s 
vvork. “In this case, vve made it vvork 
beautifully,” he says. “VVhat”s more 
remarkable is that the folly can be the 
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center of attention or it can be benign 
and beautiful sitting in the landscape 
as events unfold around it. It”s my 
hope that the folly, vvhich is timeless 
and durable, vvill remain to be passed

ings throughout several neighborhoods. 

One area hit hard vvas Faubourg Lafitte, a large public housing development on the border of Treme, a vibrant 
community of artists, musicians, and chefs that lend the city its eclectic culture and flavor. VVhen the storm vvaters 
resided and vvinds died dovvn, Lafitte”s buildings vvere uninhabitable. The U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development mandate determined that the storm-damaged buildings, vvhich sat on 27 acres, must be demolished. 
VVithout a home to return to, residents vvere displaced and sent to other parts of the country. 

“The city vvas in desperate need of housing,” says Rob Robinson, chairman of Ulrban Design Associates 
(UDA), vvhich vvas called upon to re-create and revitalize Lafitte. Novv in its 48th year, the firm is recognized 
both nationally and internationally as a leader in creating authentic and successful neighborhoods, districts and 
dovvntovvns, nevv communities and campuses. LİDA vvorked alongside federal and local government agencies, 
as vvell as Enterprise Community Partners, a nonprolit organization that provides affordable housing and sus- 
tainable communities, to bring the profect to life. 


Urban Design Associates (UDA) completed the master plan for Faubourg Lafitte, a large public housing development in 
Nevv Orleans that vvas demolished follovving Hurricane Katrina. The firm collaborated vvith federal and local government 
agencies, Enterprise Community Partners, as vvell as the displaced to design a vibrant, dense necighborhood that reflects 
historic precedents.

The master plan for the nevv Faubourg Lafitte development began 
not as a set of dravvings but rather a series of conversations vvith dis- 
placed residents, public officials, as a social service provider, and insti- 
tutions and businesses in the area. “It took substantial effort to find the 
former residents,” says Margaret Connor, principal at UDA. “Many 
that had lived in Lafitte had relocated — some as far avvay as Georgia 
and Texas. VVe needed to get their perspective of hovv they vvanted 
the nevv neighborhood to look and feel.” The mcetings vvere held over 
a three-month period and focused on vvhat the residents vvere looking 
for in their neighborhood. 

“People vvere asked to describe the strengths and vveaknesses of the 
existing community and also their vision of the future,” says Connor. 
“They deseribed streets lined vvith svveet houses, similar to the pattern 
of Treme — vvhich is in stark opposition to the massive brick buildings 
vvith shade trees and parks for the 
children to play.” Even the neighborhood children participated in the

conversation, naming the central street and park feature vvithin the 
revitalized neighborhood “Magic Street.” 

UDA is vvell versed in Nevv Orleans” historic vernacular and neigh- 
borhoods, having vvritten books on the subiect. The firm carefully 
studied the patterns found in the Tremğ and Tulane / Gravier neigh-

borhoods, and began to create a master plan that vvould culminate 
in more than 500 single-family houses and apartment buildings 
ranging in house type and size to accommodate a vvhole range of 
tenants. An additional 900 units in keeping vvith the character of 
the existing architecture vvill be constructed on infill lots vvithin 
adiacent communities. 

“One of the trickiest parts of the proyect vvas getting the site to 
vvork — figuring out drainage, preserving old trees, and vvorking vvith 
a pie-shaped piece of land,” says Robinson. Conceived as a collection 
of neighborhood blocks lined vvith houses, the dvvellings vvill follovv 
the blueprint found in Trem€., Here open front porches sit close to the 
sidevvalk and small İriendly front gardens lie betvveen the tvvo. “The 
rhythm of the neighboring streets and buildings has a vertical quality,” 
says Robinson. “VVe looked at early city dravvings and photographs,” 
adds Connor. “The houses had gardens vvith dense plant life, vvhich 
spilled outside the fence and onto vvalkvvays — they really become a 
form of personal expression in the neighborhood.” 

The firm introduced a combination of house types into the plan: dou- 
ble and single shotgun houses, camelbacks, cottages, tovvnhouses and 
small apartment buildings that resemble the grand houses on Esplanade 
Avenue in Nevv Orleans. The neighborhood is not only connected to 
Treme by the restored street 
grid, but also by the diverse 
character of the houses that 
line those streets. Many of the 
houses have Victorian detail- 
ing and proportions. “This 
results in a streetscape very 
much like the traditional ones 
in Trem£t,” 

Other influences included 
TremE”s color secheme and 
local patterns such as tall 
paned shallovv 
front porches and stoops, 


vvindovvs, 


vvide lap siding on front 
façades and narrovv lap sid- 
ing on less eritical façades, 


The neighborhood reflects 
tropical and French design 
themes through tall paned 
vvindovvs, shallovv front 
porches and stoops, bracketed 
cornices, vvide lap siding on 
front façades and lively color 
schemcs. The result is diverse, 
yet unified. 
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Each home is differentiated from its neighbor, be it vvith a contrasting color scheme, porch, stoop, massing, detailing or roof profile. 


cornices vvith brackets on the front façades painted in a variety of 
colors. “There is an organic tropical expression here,” says Robinson. 
“The influences are clearly French vvhen there are more courtyard 
gardens introduced.” 

VVhile UDA”s designs are in tune vvith local precedents, they seam- 
lessly integrate 21st-century living and building technologies. “Each 
block has a variety of these nevv interpretations of traditional building 
types,” says Robinson. This mix creates the diversity of a traditional 
neighborhood as opposed to the uniformity of a proyect. “The street- 
facing façades have the most ornament to enhance the public spaces,” 


To enhance the public spaces vvhile controlling costs, vvide lap siding and 
ornament is limited to street-facing façades. Less critical façades are fin- 
ished in narrovv lap siding, as vvas traditionally done. The vvindovvs are 
architectural-grade high-performance impact-rated, and designed to vvith- 
stand 140 mph vvinds. 
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says Connor, “vvhile the back of the houses are less adorned but retain 
the proportions and some details of the historic buildings — a tradi- 
tional pattern found throughout the city.” Homeovvners traditionally 
focused their time and money on the public face of their buildings and 
used much simpler materials, and, in some cases, deferred mainte- 
nance on the sides and rears. This deference to the public realm — a 
cityvvide ethic — vvas continued at Faubourg Lafitte. 

UDA detailed each building to vary from its neighbor, be it 
vvith a contrasting porch, stoop, massing, detailing or roof profile. 
Traditional building materials and methods vvere reinterpreted 
to meet contemporary construction methods and materials. For 
instance, simplified versions of locally-inspired brackets vvere scroll 
cut from PVC boards using a digital savv. The cut boards vvere then 
laminated together and finished and standard millvvork knobs vvere 
applied. Similarly, vvide eypress drop lap siding is used on the fronts 
of houses, vvhile narrovv lap fiber-cement siding on the sides and the 
rear of the houses keeps costs dovvn. 


The neighborhood”s main thoroughfare and park, Magic Street, vvas named 
by local children, vvho vvere included in early meetings about the profect. 
UDA tracked dovvn displaced residents, public officials, social service pro- 
viders, institutions and businesses — some of vvhom had located to different 
states — to take part in the three-month process.

Nevv Orleans” hurricane risk and subtropical climate influenced 
every step of the design process. UDA chose architectural-grade 


high-performance impact-rated vvindovvs to vvithstand, as required, 


140 mph vvinds, as vvell as lovv maintenance decay-resistant materials 
to cope vvith the heat and humidity. “The buildings are also raised 
above the FEMA designated Base Flood Elevation of betvveen 36 and 
42 in. across the site,” says Connor. 

AİI houses and apartments have ENERGY STAR appliances, venti- 
lation and lighting to adhere to energy-efficiency standards for HVAC 
systems. Faubourg Lafitte meets the Enterprise Green Communities 
Criteria, the only national standard for green affordable housing. 
“VVe vvorked closely vvith the Historic District Revievv Committee 
to ensure that the nevv buildings vvould nestle into the existing land- 
scape,” says Robinson. UDA has heard through the grapevine that 
Faubourg Lafitte exceeds its residents” expectations. “VVe vvanted 
to knit the fabric of the community back together and 1 think vve 
achieved this goal,” adds Connor. — Nancy E. Berry

The design approach vvas to maintain the architectural integrity of the historic structure vvhile adapting the 
building as a primary residence for the clients and their horses. “The clients are very playful in their attitude 
about the vvhole horse aspect,” says Buchanan. “Frankİy, it”s about the vvhimsical fantasy of a girl and her hus- 
band living vvith her horses and that”s an important underlying theme.

the end of the day, it”s all about the homeovvners enioying their lives 
vvith their horses.” 

After cleaning and repairing the stucco exterior, existing asphalt 
shingles vvere replaced vvith nevv fumbo taper-savvn cedar shingles to 
highlight the gambrel and pitched roofs. The heavy vvood cornices 
trim and vvindovv surrounds vvere either repaired or replaced vv ih 
profiles matching the originals. Damaged stucco on the east and vvest 
ends of the barn vvas substituted vvith painted cedar siding for a more 
balanced appearance, the vvindovvs on these vvalls VVCTC moved to 
improve the interior planning. “There vvere also marvelous cupo- 
las on top of the barn but they had lovv caps,” says Buchanan. “VVe 
introduced taller, pointed caps common to racing stables. It gave the 
building better symmetry and improved the vveight of these elements 
in the overall composition.” 

The courtyard features a rill bordered vvith boxvvood and is land- 
scaped simply vvith cobblestone and pebbled gravel to accommodate 
horses moving through the arca, İt is flanked by the restored horse 
stable vv ings and İeads to a central formal entry. "This isa glass enclo-

to create a foyer that provides 
a sense of compression before 
stepping into the large volume 
of the great room. “The main 
volume vvas originally the car- 
riage room that had been cut 
up into a very poor stable,” says 
Buchanan.

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has dark paint, vvoodvvork and flooring, it”s a very sunny space.” 

The focal point of the open kitchen is a large island vvith a curved 
antique chestnut top resembling a grand piano, it is iuxtaposed vvith 
dark vvood cabinets, marble counters and stainless-steel appliances. 
Adiacent to the kitchen, the dining arca is opened to the skylight and 
is bounded by a raised podinni and stairs leading to a library alcove 
and the second floor. The nevvel posts vvere fashioned out of salv aged 
iron stall posts. 

İn the living area at the other end of the room, the fireplace is 
placed vvithin an alcove like a proscenium for a stage. “Given the 
size of the space, vve had to think constantly about hovv to relate to a 
human scale for living in a room meant for an equestrian function,” 
says Buchanan. “VVe set the fireplace on a raised hearth in a cased 
opening alcove that mirrors the cased opening of the main entry. 


VVithin that setting there”s lighting, paneling and an antique mantel, 
vvhich vvas found in the hayloft under piles of old hay. The mantle 
apparently came out of the original manor house and vvas stored in the 
barn. It vvas exciting to find because it gave us a scale and an artifact 
to vvork vvith in crcating this focal point.”

VVhether you call them orangeries, greenhouses 
or simpİy sun rooms, conservatories rank among 
the most innovative and adaptable building types 
ever created. From origins in grovving desert 
plants in cold climes, to pioneering the 19th- 
century materials and technologies that led to 
many forms of modern architecture, from train 
depots to skyscrapers, conservatories have con- 
tinually pushed the glass envelope — a grovvth that 
continues today. 

One driver behind the trend is that conser- 
vatories are not yust for plants anymore. “The 
mafority are used for living spaces,” says Paul 
Avis of Hampton Conservatories in Huntington 
Station, NY, “and they can incorporate almost 
anything, from pianos to pools.” Amy Magner 
of Oak Leaf Conservatories in Atlanta, GA, and 
York, England, agrees, and notes that uses vary 
vvidely vvith the client and homeovvner. “VVe see a 
lot of conservatories chosen to expand a kitchen, 
as vvell as adioin a living room or become a nevv 
family room,” she says, adding that sometimes 
free-standing conservatories are commissioned 
as outdoor reading rooms or cabanas for pools. 

Magner also notes that there is alvvays the 
purpose that vvould never have occurred to her 
company. “VVe had a client vvho used one of his 
tvvo conservatories as a turtle terrarium,” she says. 

Creative as this may seem, in reality 
Americans have only recently begun to think 
outside of the glass box. As Avis explains, 
“Conservatories have a long history in England, 
going back vvell before the cast-iron innovations 
of the Victorian era. İn fact, prior to the recent 
recession, UK manufacturers reported produc- 
ing around 200,000 conservatories a year.” He 
adds that “The romance of conservatories is the 
association vvith Europe.” VVhat”s more, vvhen 
you step back and consider conservatories as 
assorted components that can be assembled in 
different vvays, the applications quickly expand. 
For example, lim Potrzeba of Glass House, LLC 
in Pomfret Center, CT, says that vvhile his busi- 
ness is predominantly conservatories, “VVe also 
think of ourselves as multi-slope glass suppliers.” 
Indeed, Glass House has made a specialty of sky- 
lights, lanterns and other glazed-roof structures 
that are, in effect, miniature or vvall-less versions 
of conservatories., “lt”s our little niche,” he says. 


Not Your Grandma”s Greenhouse

overvvhelmingly glass, but beyond this, vvhat 
makes them up — or more precisely, holds them 
up? After origins in vvood and stone, cast iron

lifted the conservatory to nevv heights in the 
mid-19th century, and today s manufacturers still 
vvork in the modern eqvivalents of these materi- 
als. Potrzeba says his company concentrates on 
tvvo types: timber frame and aluminum. “Our 
timber İrames are typically mahogany but, if 
specified by the architect, vve also do other spe- 
cies such as fir or one of the South American 


mahogany relatives.” As ever, the choice of 
o “A 


material depends upon the profect. “Our timber 
frames allovv for the tightest ioints of the tvvo sys- 
tems, vvhere that is a concern on a proyect, alu- 
minum hovvever, can be more cost-effective and 
may be the choice for meeting fire codes in places 
such as Nevv York City.” At Oak Leaf, vvhich spe- 
cializes in hardvvood construction, Magner says, 
“Our main type of vvood is a mahogany species, 
but vve have built vvith other hardvvoods.” 

“One material can t offer everything,” 
observes Avis. Therefore his company vvorks 
in a range of materials to be flexible for dif- 
ferent proyects. “Aluminum might be good for 
the crisp lines of a modern-style building,” he 
says, “vvhile timber, vvhich allovvs us to produce 
almost any detail, can match, say, the deep 
moldings of a Georgian-style house.” He adds 
that some clients like vvood for its looks, vvhile 
others concerned about maintenance vvill prefer 
metal or aluminum clad in uPVC. At Renaissance 
Conservatories in Leola, PA, fason Savvyer says 
they too use multiple materials. “VVe build vvith 
a combination of premium hardvvoods, structural 


steel, engineered lumber and the highest grade of

insulated glass,” he says, “and milling equipment 
allovvs us to create ornamental components for 
any nevv profect, or duplicate moldings in a home 
over a century old.” 

Alan Stein at Tanglevvood Conservatories 
in Denton, MD, takes an equally broad vievv, In 
his market, he says, “A certain portion is vvood 
conservatories, a certain portion is aluminum 
and another is for steel.” VVhat, then, drives the 
choice of one material over another? Says Stein, 
“IF you”re going to paint the structure, then you 
vvant a material, such as vvood, that takes paint 
vvell and maintains vvell.” Stein says the use also 


comes into play. For example, he sees a İot of 


people adding conservatories to İiving rooms 
vvhere they may vvant to match, say, the oak pan- 
eling in a İiving room to oak in the conservatory. 
“VVe fust did a knotty pine conservatory for cli- 
ents vvho had this vvood elsevvhere in the house.” 


Adaptable Expansions 

Given that conservatories are among the earli- 
est prefabricated structures vvith form-follovvs- 
function origins, one might assume that they only 
come in stock styles or kit packages, but nothing 
could be farther from reality. As Stein explains, 
“VVe”re not about reproducing the past or fust

putting out a product: vve”re about crcating 
distinctly nevv designs according to the needs of 
each commission.” Magner too says, “Everything 
vve do is custom, every conservatory is unique.” 
According to Avis, “VVe don”t have modular 
systems, it”s all custom-design that is consistent 
vvith the property.” Hovvever, he says that in his 
market, that does not necessarily mean recasting 
building styles or features. “Our clients tend to 
vvant something different, something specific 
to the property, fust as a glass building is itself 
something different.” 

Since a conservatory attached to a period 
house is, in effect, an addition, it raises the 


question of vvhether “something different” runs 
the risk of making a left turn vvith the existing 
architecture. As it turns out, such departures 
from tradition are, in fact, the tradition. As Stein 
explains, “Historically, a conservatory vvas often 
the folly — a fanciful, eye-catching structure — to 
a formal house.” VVhile some of the earliest con- 
servatories in the pre-industrial era started vvith 
Classical designs, emulating the stylistic details 
of Georgian houses, as the Industrial Revolution 
took off, things changed. “Designers, such as 
loseph Paxton of Crystal Palace fame, started to 
manipulate nevv, modern materials of cast iron 
and steel, and in doing so they created a nevv,

distinctly different building type — a glass bubble if 
you vvilİ. This led conservatories to be architectur- 
ally different from the house —an aesthetic that vvent 
along vvith their relaxed nature. This is not merely a 
historical footnote but a practical guideline for con- 
servatories today. “ 
tories vvere built and used in the past,” says Stein, “it 
can open up ideas for a nevv profect.”

Suppose a “lib: shovvs up vvith an old photo and 
asks, “Can you make this?” İn such cases Stein says, 
“You cannot literally lift from the past. Compared 
to today, the scale of conservatories is different, the 
materials are different, and construction methods 
are different.” Hovvever, the process of adapting 
a period concept to contemporary needs is vvhat 
excites Stein and his design staff and fuels their 
passion for the business. 

Moreover, there is more to the design of a 
conservatory than the aesthetics. As Avis points 
out, “The biggest concern for many U.S. archi- 
tects is heat build-up 
rightly or vvrongly, 


a perception reinforced, 
by hovv vvell conservatories 
from the “early days” have stood up, and orlen- 
tation can influence heat build- up and glare.”

He notes too that it”s not fust about mitigating 
negatives. “A glass building s heat gain can be an 
advantage in the vvinter snovv vvhen you can vvalk 
around in your shirtsleeves vvhile the rest of the 
property is comparatively cold.” 

Another eritical issue in planning for a conser- 
vatory is not the structurc itself, but its mechanical 
systems and hovv they vvill interact vvith the design. 
“The nature of a conservatory is, of course, that 
it”s more glass than vvall,” says Stein, “so there are 
no stud spaces, for example, to carry or conceal 
suppİy and return lines for heating or cooling — 
even lighting conduits.” Stein says that planning 
for mechanical systems should be part and parcel

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of the conservatory design process from the very 
beginning — not an afterthought. For example, his 
company vvill “get involved at the conceptual stage 
of the conservatory” and then defer to specialists 
for the rest of the planning. 

“The key to designing a conservatory is to 
treat it as a İiving structure,” says Avis. “The dif- 
ferent materials — glass, vvood, metal and uPVC 

- all have different coefficients of expansion, so 
they all move at different rates.” He says the para- 
mount considerations in designing a conservatory 
are glass specification, ventilation, and shading 
and controlling heat gain, heat loss and glare. 
“You need to İook at vvhat side of the house the 
conservatory vvill be on, and vvhether there is 
shade — or vvater — nearby. You can”t fust rely on 
glass specifications to control the climate. İt is a 
combination of glass specifications, heating, cool- 
ing, natural ventilation and shading that make for 
a comfortable environment.” 


On the Glass Cutting Edge 

Glass, of course, is the essence of a conserva- 
tory, and here the almost monthly advances in 
products continue to change the conservatory 
paradigm. “Is a lot different than the early days 
vvhen conservatories vvere simply places for 
plants,” says Potrzeba, “Novv a client can opt for 
glass vvith a rating of R5 to even R10, also there 
are systems to control the heat svvings much 
better than in the past.” He sees a future vvhere 
conservatories vvill even chip in tovvards energy 


costs. “There are already rumblings of photo- 
voltaic systems for commercial greenhouses,” he 
notes, “vvith electricity-producing cells on one 
face of the glass.” 

Says Savvyer, “Advancements in insulated 
glazing allovv our company to build glass-roof 
conservatories vvith privacy glass that turns 
immediately opaque. İt is an expensive option 
compared to standard shades, but an alternative 
for urban areas.” He adds that his company has 
also vvorked vvith laminated glass to manufac- 
ture curved-glass domes, “but curved insulated 
glass can be very expensive.” Avis too points out 
that vvith nevv glass types you have to balance 
vvhat”s possible vvith vvhat”s practical. “As vvith 
some innovations in “green building,” there”s 
yust so much you can take on economically.” He 
notes that since many conservatory profects are 
traditional in design, the non-traditional appear- 
ance of some high-tech glass products needs to 
be carefully considered as vvell, 

Comfort is optional but impact-resistant glass 
is increasingly mandatory in vveather-prone areas. 
“As vve prepare for more storms like Hurricane 
Sandy,” says Potrzeba, “vve stay current vvith storm- 
glass requirements.” Further evidence, as if any is 
needed, that as time goes on there is ever more one 
can do vvith conservatories. IB

hree-time Palladio Avvard-vvinning land- 

scape design firm, Doyle Herman Design 

Associates (DHDA), is renovvned for its 
sensitive approach to place-making throughout 
the UH.S. and the vvorld. From their home bases 
in Greenvvich, CT, and VVest Hollyvvood, CA, 
partners lames Doyle and Kathryn Herman have 
brought to life an array of landscapes, from rambling 
gardens that surround historic homesteads to clear, 
İinear settings for modern homes. These and many 
more are featured in the colorful nevv compen- 
dium, The Landscape Designs of Doyle Herman Design 
Associates, vvhich illustrates the range of styles, scales 
and İocations vvithin the firm”s portfolio. 

DHDA is often inspired by traditional design principles, but its primary 
goal is cohesion 
above all, To ensure a “İriendly and lively conversation” betvveen all three, 
the firm underpins each profect vvith strong geometry, structural forms and 
symmetry. 


betvveen architecture, interior design and landscape — 


“The creative challenge that vve impose on ourselves has been a 
common thread as vve hrttigə the gap betvveen garden design and landscape 
architecture,” vvrites Doyle. “VVe have committed to ereating a correct lan- 
guage in both traditional and modern landscapes. VVe are also exposed to a 
tradition of horticulture that vve have carried through all of our years of prac- 
tice. İn turn, vve have extrapolated this knovvledge and offer our ovvn voice 


to the American landscape.” 


A brightly colored bench serves as the focal point of this small rear garden in 
Greenvvich, CT. 
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Chaise lounges arc arranged around a pool and set against Modernist perennial beds. 


The book comprises 19 profects listed under various landscape themces, 
including “Restrained,” “Unified,” “Puxtaposed” and “Legacy.” Each chapter 
of annotated photographs is fleshed out vvith site plans and a short essay that 
explains the firm”s program and process, Details such as, “The aural and visual 
elements of the vvater enhance the sense of sanctuary and add to the peaceful- 
ness of the space,” go beyond the visual experience to give the reader a sense 
of hovv these gardens might feel. 

Among the most striking İandscapes featured is a “Classic” property in 
Greenvvich, CT. The nevvly -built home sits on three acres and is grounded by 
chestnut, vveeping beech and magnolia trees that savv a previous home on the 
site come and go. DHDA”s design defers to these trees and takes the orienta- 
tion of the house as its departure point. VVhile the front façade”s landscape 
elements play a secondary role to the architecture, for example, the terraces, 
vegetable garden, peremnial gardens, vvalled gardens and outdoor fireplace 
maintain a more fluid connection to the property. The pool house terminates 
a long axial line that begins vvith the house, at the foot of a smalİ staircase, 
and continues through the front door and the rear of the house. Here the 
unexpected pay off is a modern sculpture of polished stainless steel. 

At the opposite end of the scale, but nearby, a narrovv property vvithin 
a densely-populated neighborhood called for a dynamic take on a small 
“Contained” rear lot. DHDA”s 


lavvn, parterre garden and hedge provide year-round interest — from every 


s structural and sculptural hedges and urns, 
vantage point. “Because one enters the bac "ky ard primarily İrom steps 
coming dovvn from the house,” vvrites Doyle, “the rear of the property 
vvas designed to be appreciated from above as ssil as from vvithin. As one 
descends steps from the rear terrace, the vievv of the back parterre garden 
is symmetrically framed by ornamental trees on either side of the living 
arca, Across the lavv n, ihrough the parterre garden a brightly colored bench 
serves as a focal point.” 

The photography of The Landscape Designs of Doyle Herman Design Associates 
vvill engage trained and untrained eyes alike, regardless of readers” knovvl- 
edge of landscape design. This is, hovvever, much more than a picture book. 
Doyle and Herman”s approach to each profect is thoroughly explained, and 
allovvs the reader to delve as deeply as they choose into the theories behind 
each composition and perhaps glean some idcas — about gardens and more. 
“There is no such as permanence — gardens grovv, evolve dhroughout the sea- 
sons and vvith time, eventually die.

arcas, are slovvly beginning to return to their pre-recession 

İevels. İn many instances, both anecdotally and in practice, 
home buyers are continuing the lamentable practice of purchasing 
historic properties and remaining generally respectful to the exterior 
façades vvhile completely revvorking the interior to comport vvith vvhat 
are considered to be contemporary living standards. 

This is regrettable for a number of reasons. First, these reno- 
vations are often vvasteful, disregarding the building s embodied 
energy before it reaches the end of its functional life. Second, these 
renovations remove features that uniquely tie a property to its his- 
tory and often remove the associated context that allovvs one to be 
able to understand or “read” a historic house, A historic façade vvith 
a “modern” interior may have residual visual interest, but is a hollovv 
substitute for the authenticity of its former self, Third, substantial and 
inappropriate renovations can have unintended market consequences. 
A historic interior has staying povver that can far outlast the latest 
building fad or any trend.

You probabİy have vvitnessed this trend and may already have rec- 
ognized, either instinctively or consciouslİy, the subtle degradation 
these losses create. VVhat might not be as apparent, hovvever, is hovv 
acutely vulnerable historic interiors really are and hovv little legal 
protection exists for these important elements of our collective built 
heritage. As May is National Preservation Month, providing some 
due attention to this neglected area of preservation efforts is perhaps 
a valuable exercise. 

Overall, the contemporary preservation apparatus is vvoefully 
ill-equipped to address the challenge of protecting historic interiors. 
Landmark ordinances that enable protections for interiors are rare and 
the most effective regulatory preservation tool, İocal historic districts, 
vvholly exempt interiors. This vvholesale exclusion stems from the 
rationale behind İocal regulation, vvhich focuses on the public benefit 
historic arcas and properties provide, primarily through the aesthetic 
yustification of providing a historic setting. Given the complexity of 
preservation regulations, as vvell as the current regulatory and budget- 
ary climate, İocal, state and federal governments are not positioned to 
take on substantial additional responsibilities in this area, and historic 
interiors vvill continue to fall outside of the regulatory framevvork. 

The only available mechanism to protect historic interiors vvith 
any degree of certainty then is the preservation easement, a legal tool 
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that relies on property ovvners to take individual initiative to protect 
their ovvn historic properties. Overall, a preservation casement is a 
voluntary legal tool vvhereby an ovvner of a historic property gives 
up some of their ability to modify their home”s historic features to 
a qualified easement holder (often a non-profit organization). The 
easement holder vvill then be committed to monitoring and enforcing 
the casement terms going forvvard. An ovvner does not relinquish the 
ability to use, İcase, sell or othervvise utilize the property through the 
easement donation, only to refrain from making certain prohibited 
alterations to its historic fabric. 

One unique advantage of an casement is that, if desired, it can bela 
perpetual agreement and can bind future property ovvners — limiting 
their ability to demolish or othervvise modify the historic property in 
an insensitive fashion. The easement vvill provide the easement holder 
the ability to perform periodic monitoring of the property to ensure 
compliance, as vvell as to enforce its terms against violations, includ- 
ing taking any necessary legal action. 

VVhen it comes to a specific historic property, preservation ease- 
ments are a flexible tool and can be tailored to protect the character- 
defining elements of the property, vvhile leaving other arcas open to 
updating or modification. Easements can protect a property”s exteri- 
or, the landscape or site, and crucially, important interior elements — 
vvhich are othervvise vvholly unprotected even for the most significant 
historic sites (including properties listed on the National Register of 
Historic Places or designated as National Historic Landmarks). 

VVith regard to interior protections, an casement holder should not 
seek to freeze a house in time, but rather allovv it to sensitively and 
appropriately adapt, subiect to revievv and input, to contemporary liv- 
ing. In crafting the scope of protection, the ovvner of a historic property 
can play a significant role in determining vvhat degree of protection is to 
be put in place — protecting specific and unique architectural treatments, 
moldings, mantles, staircases, door hardvvare and other similar elements. 

Interior easements protect features that provide insight into hovv 
the property evolved over its history, preserving the vvorkmanship and 
craftsmanship of carly structures and ensuring that they survive intact 
for future generations. The unique contours of a hand-planed softvvood 
floor can be erased in an afternoon”s povver-sanding, for example, 
destroying the vvork of the original craftsman. But an easement can 
protect this specific feature and alert future ovvners to the dangers of 
over-finishing. 

In all, historic interiors represent an important and vulnerable part 
of our nation”s built heritage. VVhile preservationists have made sub- 
stantial efforts to preserve the exterior fabric of many critical historic 
structures, shockingly fevver interiors are afforded similar protection 
regardless of their significance or integrity. Preservation easements, 
hovvever, do offer preservation-minded homeovvners the ability, on 
a property-by-property basis, to take individual action to protect a 
historic interior that vvould othervvise be lost or modified beyond 
recognition by a subsequent and potentially insensitive ovvner.
